Police have made an arrest in the killing 
of Grant William Kidston. 

Halifax Regional Police arrested the 
man just before 10 a.m. on Thursday, af¬ 
ter pulling over his vehicle on Highway 
111 . 

Police say no further details can be re¬ 
leased pending charges, which are expect¬ 
ed to be laid early Friday. 

Police spokesman Const. Brian Palme- 
ter did confirm, however, the suspect and 
Kidston were known to one another. 

“We’re not going to say much more un¬ 
til a decision on charges is made,” said 
Palmeter. 

The arrest is the result of a three- 
month-long investigation by members of 
the HRP/RCMP Integrated Crime Unit. 

Kidston was found dead in his Dart¬ 
mouth apartment on May 30, after police 
received reports of a deceased person on 
the third floor of the building.

The cause of Kidston’s death has not 
been released. At the time, Palmeter said 
the cause “may be crucial as far as speak¬ 
ing to possible suspects.” 

Initially dubbed suspicious, the death 
was ruled a homicide the following day. A 
suspect was brought in for questioning 
that day, but was later released.

The grandmother of a local 
teenager now being treated 
for behavioural difficulties 
in Truro says she doesn’t ex¬ 
pect much from a meeting 
with the province on Friday. 

The woman, who cannot 
be named to protect the 15- 
year-old’s identity, wants 
the province’s Department 
of Community Services to 
take the boy out of residen¬ 


tial facilities and into a tai¬ 
lor-made foster care pro¬ 
gram. 

She says without family 
contact, she doesn’t expect 
any rehabilitative treatment 
to be successful. 

“Work with the child to 
come back home,” she said. 
“But work with the family. 
If you don’t work with the 
family, it won’t work.” 


Community Services 
spokeswoman Vicki Wood 
could not speak to the 
specifics of the case, or con¬ 
firm that communication 
between the family and the 
youth has been suspended. 

She did say, however, 
that it is less common to 
suspend communication 
with older children in resi¬ 
dential care than very 


young children. 

The boy has been in 
provincial care since 2008, 
when it was determined he 
was a threat to himself and 
the community. 

He was sent to Bayfield 
Homes, a residential facility 
in Ontario. The facility rec¬ 
ommended suspending 
contact with the family.

Apparently, sex with the 
boss can still help a 
woman get ahead. But 
companies and the individ¬ 
uals involved pay a high 
price, according to new re¬ 
search. 

Some 15 per cent of ex¬ 
ecutive women surveyed 
by the New York-based 
Center for Work-Life Policy 
admit to having an affair 
with a superior.

O But La Nina could just blow it, forecaster warns 


Canada is on track to have 
the hottest year on record 
by far — if La Nina doesn’t 
blow it. 

From January through 
July, it has been 3.5 de¬ 
grees warmer than nor¬ 
mal, says Environment 
Canada’s David Phillips. 

That’s considerably 
warmer than the record 
set in 1998, when tempera¬ 
tures hovered almost 2.5 
degrees higher than nor¬ 
mal for the whole year 
across the country. 

“Unless we get into a 
big deep freeze from Sep¬ 
tember on, this one cer¬ 
tainly looks like it will be 
the warmest of all,” 
Phillips said.

The 1998 record was set 
even though a La Nina 
formed that year. 

This year, the same 
weather phenomenon de¬ 
veloped in July as the wa¬ 
ters of the central Pacific 
Ocean cooled. 

La Nina usually brings 
cooler weather to Western 
Canada. 

But Phillips said he be¬ 
lieves it won’t have a 
dampening enough effect 
to keep 2010 out of the 
record books. 

Phillips guarantees we 
won’t have a winter like 
last year, when it was four 
degrees warmer than usu¬ 
al.

Tired of paying taxes? 
Grab an axe and go 
spill some blood ... 
Virtually. 

I n an article 

published two years 
ago, I told the story 
of a young Montreal¬ 
er who earned $3,000 
a month selling virtual 
dresses and T-shirts to 
players of Second Life. In 
this online game, 
millions of people walk 
avatars (virtual selves) in¬ 
to nightclubs and other 
imaginary places. They 
pay real dollars to buy 
their avatars a sexy hair¬ 
cut, a little cat, a house ... 
even a penis! 

Meanwhile, “gold farm¬ 
ers” in China spend their 
days slashing monsters 
with their swords and 
stealing their gold pieces 
in World of Warcraft. 
These gold pieces are 
then sold over the Inter¬ 
net to other players who 
need them to progress in 
the game. Estimated prof¬ 
it: $2,000 US per day. 

Two years later, what 
has changed? “Second 
Life has slowed down a 


bit, but Faceboolc games 
like FarmVille are explod¬ 
ing!” says Michele Blanc, 
senior partner at

Last year, 70 
million people (your 
friends?) spent $500 mil¬ 
lion US to feed non-exis¬ 
tent pigs and decorate 
their virtual farms.

At 
the current exchange rate 


of 200 per U.S. dollar, the 
World of Warcraft gold 
coin is faring better than 
most South American cur¬ 
rencies. 

In this day and age, a 
three-headed virtual rab¬ 
bit can be more 
productive than most hu¬ 
man beings. Edward Cas- 
tronova, an economist at 
Indiana University and an 
expert on virtual worlds, 
has calculated the value 
of ah goods — magic 
swords, armour, etc. — 
created and traded by 
players in the realm of 
Norrath, a region of the 
game EverQuest. GDP per 
capita: $2,280 US. Average 
hourly wage: $3.42. These 
figures put the economy 
of Norrath above those of 
China and India. 

The United States and 
Canada do not tax flying 
castles, or dresses made 
of pixels. “The U.S. 
government has been try¬ 
ing for the past five years 
to seek ways to tax these 
transactions. But the IRS 
has no rule of procedure 
for virtual goods,” says 
Castronova. “It’s too 
weird for them, and does¬ 
n’t fit into any 
categories.” 

Thousands of new web 
entrepreneurs rejoice.

Arizona

Writer and director Robert 
Rodriguez admits he 
couldn’t have asked for 
better timing for Machete, 
as it comes just months af¬ 
ter Arizona passed its con¬ 
troversial immigration 
law.

Danny Trejo feels like he’s 
been preparing to play the 
title character in Machete 
for 14 years — about as 
long as he’s been working 
with writer/director 

Robert Rodriguez. 

“Robert’s been training 
me for this movie since we 
did Desperado, says Trejo, 
who’s appeared in eight of 
Rodriguez’s films. “He 
said, ‘Hey, you’re perfect 
for this character. I want to 
do this movie called Ma¬ 
chete. And that was 14 
years ago. And so, you 
know, 14 years and 


780,000 phone calls later 
— ‘When are we doing Ma¬ 
chete?’ — it was just like 
stepping into the guy.” 

And from his first role 
with Rodriguez — as the 
knife-throwing assassin 
Navajas in Desperado — 
Trejo has noticed a com¬ 
mon theme in their collab¬ 
oration: “Basically in each 
movie, if you’ll notice, I 
have some sharp object,” 
he says with a laugh. 

A veteran character ac¬ 
tor who’s appeared on 
screen close to 200 times, 
Trejo gets to finally play 
the lead in Machete, some¬ 
thing he was excited 
about. 

“As far as being the 
lead, the only difference is 


I got to kiss Jessica Alba,” 
he jokes. “It’s a little dif¬ 
ferent because usually you 
show up, you do your stuff 
and you leave. But now 
you’re on the set every 
day. You’re on the set 
every day and you have to 
realize that this is your 
movie. It’s not that your 
attitude is different or 
your performance is differ¬ 
ent. It’s that you just help 
any way you can.” 

While the idea for Ma¬ 
chete came about years 
ago, the character first ap¬ 
peared on screen as some¬ 
thing of a gag. Rodriguez 
filmed a trailer for the 
non-existent film as part of 
his Grindhouse project 
with Quentin Tarantino, 


sandwiched between Ro¬ 
driguez’s Planet Terror and 
Tarantino’s Death Proof. 
For Trejo, filming the 
movie years after making 
the trailer was more than a 
little disorienting. 

And with Machete al¬ 
ready being in the public 
consciousness — the trail¬ 
er was one of the most 
popular parts of Grind¬ 
house — the actor and 
filmmaker found they had 
a new set of expectations 
to worry about. 

“I sent Robert a text 
from England, where some 
guys had tattooed that pic¬ 
ture of Machete on their 
backs,” Trejo remembers. 
“I thought, ‘Wow, I hope 
they like the movie.’”

classic, he’s out to lunch; 
for just as in The Exorcist, 
we have a central “holy 
man” figure having a cri¬ 
sis of faith who is called 
into action when a little 
girl is seemingly possessed 
by some class of demon. 
And yes, substances and 
swear words do indeed 
spill out of mouths in both 
pictures. 

What makes The Last 
Exorcism different is the 
framing conceit, a pseudo- 
documentaiy, first person 
camera approach that is 
meant to immerse the au¬ 
dience into the action and 


further blur the lines be¬ 
tween fact and fiction. It’s 
an interesting 
experiment, applying a 
post — Blair Witch sheen 
to a familiar and oft 
abused genre trope and it 
almost works. 

The problem at the core 
of The Last Exorcism lies 
in that first person point- 
of-view; the film has such 
strong performances, aus¬ 
tere cinematography, rich 
music and the stoiy is so 
fanciful that the intention¬ 
al sloppiness of the camer¬ 
awork ultimately distracts 
rather than engages.

Flipped — Rob Reiner’s 
latest has been billed as 
a return to form for the 
director and a compan¬ 
ion piece to his Stand By 
Me. Like that film, 
Flipped is a coming-of- 
age ode to youth 
cloaked in mid-century 
Americana (the early 
1960s). It’s nostalgic for 
nostalgia. There’s charm 
here and some honest 
observations of adoles¬ 
cence. But there’s also a 
wilful, cloying 
datedness to the movie 
— overly stuffed with 
period detail like an 
Archie comic strip. It 
tracks a boy (Callan 
McAuliffe) and a girl 
(Madeline Carroll) from 
7-years-old to 13, and all 
the fluctuating 
emotions in between. 

The strength of 
Flipped is in its trueness 
to humdrum 
adolescence. It's filled 
not with extravagant 



dramas, but instead por¬ 
trays how seemingly mi¬ 
nor happenings take on 
grand meaning: the 
tragic tearing down of 
the cherished sycamore, 
the terrifying formality 
of a sit-down dinner, the 
frightening 

awkwardness of nearly 
everything. 

But it lacks both the 
darkness and comedy of 
Stand By Me and its de¬ 
vice of flipping every 
scene to show both kids’ 
perspective drags the 
film.

When 
nice guy Randy’s one- 
night stand lets it slip 
that her boyfriend is a 
killer who might come af¬ 
ter them, he doesn’t run 
but in a beautiful bit of 
understatement says, “It’s 


just the sex and the 
violence all in one night 
is a little much.” 

Wild Things 

On the dramatic side he is 
an Oscar nominee for his 
work as the racist cop in 
Crash, an award winner 
for his realistic portrayal 
of a drug addict in 
Drugstore Cowboy and he 
steamed up the screen in 
the campy Wild Things. 
The guy can do it. Why is¬ 
n’t he a bigger star?

O Singer-songwriter needs a break after year of touring 



Dallas Green promises that 
sometime next year he 
will record another City 
and Colour album. For 
now though he’s on vaca¬ 
tion. 

“I’ve got enough songs 
for the record,” he says on 
the phone from his Toron¬ 
to home, “But if I recorded 
them now I’d have a nerv¬ 
ous breakdown. I need 
some time to myself.” 

The singer-songwriter, 
who made it big as the gui¬ 
tarist and vocalist in Alex- 
isonfire and as a 
dreamy-voiced solo artist, 
has been on the go almost 
non stop for the last year. 
When he wasn’t touring 
with Alexisonfire he’d play 
City and Colour shows; Au¬ 
gust was the first month he 
had off. 

All that touring hasn’t 
allowed him to write songs 
as quickly as he’d like. 
Green says he needs to 
spend time crafting a tune 
— he can’t just churn 


them out. 

“I don’t understand the 
people who say they write 
a song every day,” he says. 
“I never do that. I don’t 
even think it’s a good idea 
to write a song every day — 
I’d end up writing a bunch 
of s—.” 

While he has music for a 
new disc, he’s waiting until 
January to enter the studio. 


He says he may write a few 
new songs between now 
and then, but he’s 
adamant about not over¬ 
loading the record with 
needless tracks. 

“I don’t want to hear a 
record that has 15 songs on 
it,” he says. “That’s asking 
too much for the listener, 
especially now when atten¬ 
tion spans are so short.” 


BEAUTIFUL DAY FOR U2 



A fter weeks of 
punishing 
heat, choking 
smoke from 
wildfires and 
withering 
crops, the Russian 
drought of 2010 ended 
Wednesday night. 

That’s the good news. 
The bad news is that it 
ended with a monsoon- 
level rainstorm just as U2 
started their first-ever 
show in Moscow. With 
Beautiful Day, naturally. 

That U2 was in Russia 
in the first place was a 
miracle. While Western 
bands playing here is 
nothing new — if memory 
serves, The Dirt Band was 
the first back in about 
1977 — a production the 
size of the 360 Tour 
required intense negotia¬ 
tions all the way up to the 
diplomatic level. 

Hey, you try and get 
200 trucks worth of gear 
into this country, not to 
mention all the necessary 
visas and work permits. 
Suffice to say there were 
lots of older men in shiny 
suits in the VIP boxes. 

One of them was Mikhail 


Gorbachev, too. 

Then there’s the matter 
of U2’s position on things 
like universal human 
rights, political freedoms, 
freedom of expression 
and help for AIDS patients 
— all touchy subjects for 
their Russian hosts. How 
would all that go over? 

At first, things seemed 
fine. Before the show, 
Bono flew to Sochi for tea 
with President Medvedev. 
Russian media reported 
they talked about all those 
things near and dear to 
Bono’s heart. Even then I 
was surprised to see 
booths for Amnesty Inter¬ 
national, Greenpeace and 
One outside the stadium. 

Bold stuff, considering 
that the police and 
militaiy presence at the 
show was large enough to 


repatriate a breakaway So¬ 
viet republic in an 
afternoon. 

Alas, the police soon 
moved in and shut down 
all the booths despite pre¬ 
vious assurances that they 
would be undisturbed. 
“Unlawful pickets,” they 
said. Two people were ap¬ 
parently arrested. Bono 
didn’t say anything about 
this from the stage, 
although he did stick to 
his regular political and 
human rights messages 
without being censored. 

The show itself was a 
two-hour hit fest and if 
the rain bothered the 
crowd, they didn’t show 
it. I did feel a bit sad for 
the woman next to me 
wearing the $900 suede 
Prada pumps. That’ll 
learn her.

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Emmy show really 
wants your attention 

O It’s time to renegotiate the broad¬ 
cast rights O Ratings will be crucial 
O Broadcast networks or cable? 



When the Emmy Awards 
air Sunday, more is at stake 
than whether 30 Rock wins 
its fourth consecutive best- 
series trophy, Mad Men its 
third or Glee its first. 

A crucial tally will be 
the ratings — ammunition 
for either the big four net¬ 
works or the Academy of 
Television Arts & Sciences 
as the two sides negotiate a 
new contract for the tele¬ 
cast. 

The current agreement, 
reached in 2002 and expir¬ 
ing this year, created an an¬ 
nual network rotation that 
brought the ceremony to 
ABC, CBS, Fox and NBC, 
and gave the TV academy a 
huge boost in its license 
fees. 

Now the Emmy show 
has a chance to prove that 
it’s riding a wave that has 


lifted other awards broad¬ 
casts this year, with viewer- 
ship up for shows 
including the Oscars, the 
Golden Globes and the 
Grammys. 

But what Emmy organ¬ 
izers also might covet is a 
counteroffer. Eight years 
ago, cable’s HBO made a 
splash by bidding to wrest 
away the ceremony with a 
$10 million annual license 
fee when the networks 
were offering $3.3 million. 

“Nothing can help your 
negotiation more than if 
you have another offer on 
the table,” said writer-pro¬ 
ducer Biyce Zabel, who 
was academy chairman 
and CEO at the time. 

“We had a strong argu¬ 
ment that the license fee 
should go up, but it made 
it easier to achieve with an¬ 


other offer.” 

Networks ultimately 
agreed to an eight-year 
deal with license fees of 
$4.5 million annually for 
the first four years and $7.5 
million per year for the 
next four. 

The academy and the 
networks declined com¬ 
ment on current negotia¬ 
tions. 

But broadcast executives 
were surprised at the acad¬ 
emy’s proposal, given cere¬ 
mony ratings in recent 


years, according to two 
people with knowledge of 
the talks. The individuals, 
who lacked authority to 
comment publicly and 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity, said the acade¬ 
my was seeking to keep 
fees in the $7.5 million 
range. 

So far, there has been no 
overt interest shown in the 
Emmys by HBO or major 
basic cable networks, such 
as Turner’s TNT or TBS.

Like many other chefs 
looking to add a little thrill 
to the grill, Iron Chef Masa¬ 
haru Morimoto heads to 
the liquor cabinet. Because 
rum, tequila and other 
liquors all do a fine job of 
getting meat ready to face 
the fire. 

As Elizabeth Karmel, 
known for her grill skills, 
puts it: Never marinate 
your food in something 
you wouldn’t drink. 

“I cook a lot with booze. 
It makes eveiything taste 


better and really gives food 
a fabulous depth of 
flavour,” said Karmel, exec¬ 
utive chef of Hill Country 
Barbecue Market and the 
soon-to-open Hill Country 
Chicken, both in New York 
City. “Food is so much 
about fun and who would¬ 
n’t want a tequila sunrise 
marinated chicken, right? 
And so many of the 
flavours in a tequila sunrise 
cocktail are the same 
flavours that we would use 
in, for example, a mari¬ 


nade.” 

Morimoto, who appears 
on the Food Network’s Iron 
Chef America (he also was 
a star of the original Japan¬ 
ese Iron Chef show), 
demonstrated his tech¬ 
niques recently at his new 
restaurant on the Napa 
riverfront. 

He sprinkled sake over 
pork loin, stabbing the 
pearly pink meat with 
chopsticks and then im¬ 
mersing it in a marinade 
including mirin, a type of 


rice cooking wine, and 
sake. 

And don’t worry, the al¬ 
cohol cooks away in the 
heat. This also means that 
when you’re done you can 
pair the dish with whatev¬ 
er you like, including wine. 

Michael Paley, chef of 
Proof on Main in Louisville, 
Ky., takes a locavore ap¬ 
proach to liquor. He brines 
pork loin overnight in a 
bourbon-based brine. 

Being in Louisville, 
“we’re fortunate to be sur-
